velopment Authority (JDA), the 

six-year-old Slate/municipal body 
entrusted with promoting the 
city's development, In the past 
year and a half, the number of 
peaple employed in industry in 

Jerusalem has grown by 3.3 per- 
-cent and the number of compa- 

nies has increased by 12 percent. 

“There is a balance between 
openings and closings,’* slates Meir 
Nitzan, JDA chief executive officer, 
“We are witnessing the closing of 
low-tech industries in the city and 
the entrance of high-tech." 

In fact, in the past few years, 
the city has undergone a phenom- 
enal growth in its industrial parks 
and the number of high-tech and

Jem, which has traditionally been 
an economic stepsister to Tel Aviv 
and Haifa, mainly due to the clty’s 
poor industrial base, For years, 
More than 50 percent of Jerusa- 
tem’s workforce was concentrated 
in the lower-paying public sector, 
with only some 12 percent in in- 
dustry and manufacturing, 

The JDA, a non-profit body 
whose 1994 budget totaled nearly 
$45 million, bas played a major role 
in bringing about this tevolution,

Now, in 
most countries throughout the 
world, Chinese food is quite eco- 
nomical. Yet in Jerusalem, it is a 
tich person's fantasy. A visit to 
any one of the city’s glatt kosher 
Chinese restaurants will prove 
this point. 
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Although no less a halachic au- 
thority than Maimonides provides 
hygiene as one rationale for the 
dietary laws. ‘T maintain that the 
food forbidden by law is unwhole- 
some” (Guide to the Perplexed 
3:48), However, at many of our 
capital city’s steak houses, any no- 
tion of ‘‘cleanliness being next to 
Godliness” (Avodah Zarah 20b) 
is cast aside, as the cooks, making 
good on the menu offering of tho 
famous ‘Jerusalem mixed gill,” 
drop their cigarette ashes into the 
food. But halachically, such untidi- 
ness does not disqualify these res- 
tauranis not only from being con- 
sidered kosher, but some from 
being kosher I’mehadrin, And | 
suspect that once a kosher certifi- 
cate is granted, the restaurant is 
licensed, even if it could not pass 
the standards of the Health 
Ministry.

Beit El Water Torture 


For residents of three communities 
north of Jerusalem, water supplies 
in the summer are sometimes even 
less than a drop in the bucket. 
Ahron Shapiro reports. 


dents protested outside the water 
plant in Ramallah. However, they 
say the situation did not improve. 

“*We're concerned about Ra- 
mallah controlling our water 
now, bul are even more worried 
about what will happen after the 
autonomy begins, Then, they will 
have total control over our water, 
They could contaminate it,” says 
one Beit-El resident. ; 

Amusi says the local council 
shares their concern. ‘‘The water 
‘commissioner at the agricultural 
ministry assures us that nothing will 
happen, that there will be no deteri- 
oration in the water condition and 
that there will be no sabotage.’’ 

A walk through a neighbor- 
hood in Beit-El reveals some pe- 
culiarities resulting from the 
chronic water shortage. Large 
black cylindrical tanks filled with 
waler are slaggered along the 
Streets, On some of the rooftops, 
alongside the ubiquitous solar 
water heaters, homeowners have 
installed emergency water re- 


serve tanks. cs 
However, residents say cven 


these tanks are no solution. Not 
everyone can afford to install ἃ 
Toofiop storage tank. Also, with 
no way to know if an outage will 
last two hours or two days, resi- 
dents say they save (his water for 
cooking and flushing toilets, There 
simply isn’t cnough reserve water 
for showers for the entire family. 

The shortages hit the homes 
without storage tanks the hard- 
est, ‘We have to keep jerricans 
of water on hand,”’ says Ivgi. She 
sighs deeply and continues. 
“With six children at home, how 
can we be without water?”
